13. Other: Applicant contends that there is no reasonable expectation for success with the combination of Kishi. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. In this case all three references teach about caching. Therefore, as the environments are the same, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would realize that having an adaptive cache policy such as taught by Kishi would be beneficial to caching systems 
in general because some data should be cached for quicker access while other data should not be cached because it does not get 
requested as much and cache space is limited so it would be obvious to only cache the data that is frequently accessed. The Examiner 
believes that in addition to load balancing cache policies as taught by Scharber and Squire, an adaptive cache policy would be 
advantageous to provide the best use for limited cache space. In considering Kishi's neural network, it is merely used to score the 
cached datasets, it would not destroy the systems of Scharber and Squire because it would be used in addition to the system taught by 
Scharber and Squire for the additional advantage of learning about the cached datasets and deciding which datasets to keep in the 
cache . 
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
